Fletcher discloses all the limitations of the claims, but with a reverse location for 
the different element forming the fastening arrangement between the ballast housing 
and the wiring box. In addition, the wiring box of Fletcher is cylindrical and does not 
include a pair of side panels and a pair of end panels/ 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
claimed invention was made to reverse the location of the fastening arrangement of 
Fletcher, since it has been held that rearranging parts of a prior art structure involves 
only routing skill in the art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. In this case, the invention of 
Fletcher appears to be equally functional with, for example, the fastening member being 
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Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
In addition, the abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a 
single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it fails to concisely describe 
that which the applicant believes are the novel features of the claim invention, and it is 
longer than 150 words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.
